TILL IN DOUBT 


Tired and Hungry Passengers 
From the Burning Ontario 
Reach Boston.

CREW REMAINS UPON 
THE BLAZING SHIP 


Large Amount of Material Has 
‘Been Removed To a Wreck- 
ing Barge Alongside.

Boston, Mass., April 8.—A group of 
tired, hungry pustengers of the Merch- 
ants and Miners steamer Ontario 
which was driven ashore burning on 
Montauk Point, Long Island, early to- 
day, arrived in this city late this after- 
noon from New London, Conn,, where 
they were landed by a tug from the 
burning steamer earlier in the after- 
noon. Most of them were without 
_bagerge. Some had dressed in their 
excitement and brad scarcely sutficient 
clething. 

When the Ontario was run ashore 
she carried 32 cabin passengers and 
ten Italians in the steerage. De spite 
their trying experience and the hard. 
ships they endured, they all took the 
situation philosophically. * 

Fate of Steamer Still in Doubt 

Montauk Point, N. Y., April 8.—The 
fate of the Steamer Ontario of the 
(Merchant and Miners ‘Company 
which was beached here on fire early 
this morning was still. 4n doubt. to- 
night, With her passengers safely off, 
the steamer’s crew of fifty men stuck 
to the ship and at a late hour tonight 
were still on bovrd fighting the flames 
in the hold. |The fire which raged 
all day, appeared however to be slowly 
getting the better of the men and from 
th shore the flames could be seen to-, 
night bursting occasionally vhrough 
the forward deck. 

Despite the doupt as to the event- 
nal quelling of the flames, no fear was 
felt for the aafety of the crew. The 
revenue cutters, Acushnet and Mo- 
howk, and two wrecking tugs stood 
py to take of the crew in case the 
flames got completely beyond their 
control, The revenue cutter senaca 
was also near the scene to give as- 
sistance and hope was expressed by 
officers on the cutters that the fire 
which was foreward could be held to 
the engine room. 

Tugs to Put Water on Fire 

The annouaced plan was for the 
cutters Mohawk and Senaca to 89 
aiongside when the sea had sufticientiy 
moderated and put water on the blaze. 
There appeared.to be §ecr doubt that 
once the fire was controlled the ves- 
eel could easily be Moated, Whea the 
steamer was bearded by newspaper 
reporters late today, it looked us if 
the flames could be subdued but 
scarcely had the newspaper mon re- 
turned to shore when they burst out

Besides the rev- 
enue cutters, a life saving power boat 
from Wacita BR. 1, was alongside the

Memphis, April 8.—Restue boats 
were still busy tonight bringing from 
Wsanoke, Ark., the refugeeri who have 
been maroonsd on knolls, housetops,

All were suffering from hunger and 


thirst. Several hundred had arrived 


less than a thousand. 

Attempts to get food were made 
by the stronger of the men who con- 
structed rafts and explored the near) 
parts of the township. Scarcely any 
thing was obtained, The plight of 
these people and of others nearby on 
roofs of houses, cn rafts and en small 
bills now become islands was revorted 
te the Memphis authorities today. Tne 
mayor and a number of officials went 
to the scene. They found things 
worse even ihar had been reported. 
Many of the nore aged were seriously 
fl from exposure. Some had hail

Dr. Tory Tells of the Ability of 
the Superintendent As An 
Educationalist. 


The Edmonton school board held a 
meeting last night which was in many 
ways one of the most important gath- 
erings of that body which has yet 
been held in Edmonton, Certainly a 
larger crowd has never gathered In 
the little board room in the Mortlake 
block, 

Last night’s meating was a climax 
to the series of meetings which the 
board has held as a committee of the 
whole to investigate the charges pre- 
ferred against Superintendent Me- 
Caig by Trustee 8. A. G, Barnes, Prac- 
tically ever since the amalgamated 
board took office it has resolved itself 
into a tribunal to decide upon one of 
the most important questions which 


has ever confronted a school board 
of the city of Edmonton, The ques- 
tion which has agitated the board, 


threatened to disrupt and divided it 
into irreconcilable factions, is the 
question of the superintendency. The 
board had to decide upon the reten- 
tion or dismissal of Mr, MecCalg be- 
fore anything else could be undere 
taken, 

Mr. Barnes and his supporters on 
the board have had their say in the 


matter. They have introduced vol- 
uminous evidence. They have made 
complaints, which they followed up 


with affidavits and of evidence of the 


parties making the affidavits, The 
last three or four meetings of the 
board have been entirely consumed 


with the establishment of Mr. Barnes’ 
side of the case, which was completed 
at the last meeting. 

The Rebuttal Heard. 

Last night's meeting was set aside 
for the presentation of Mr. McCaie’s 
defence in the rebuttal of charges 
made against him. The outstanding 
charges againat the superintendent 
and the ones which have received the 
most attention are those of drunkens 
ness and jncompetency. 


Mr. MeCalg made a masterly de- 
fence. The board room was crowd- 
ed with prominent citizens, many of 


whom had come voluntarily to teatify 
on Mr. McCaig's behalf. The wit- 
nesses last night included citizens and 
teachers who had been associated 
with Mr. MoCaig for years, and with- 
out axception each one was prepared 
to swear that Mr. MeCaig's conduct, 
to the best of his or her knowledge, 
had never varied from that of a gene 
tleman and a superintendent.

Russia Suspects That Turkey Is Act- 
ing at the Instigation of Some Other 


Kuropean Power and Suspicion 
Points at Germany, 
London, Apell T—The relations of 


Russia and Turkey, which a few weeks 
ago, causéd the cireulation of alarm- 
ing: reports may at any moment reach 
an acute stage, and agaif the bone 
of contention will be Persia.
